Listing of Claims 

1. (Currently Amended) A kit for caring for a fabric article comprising consisting of : 

(a) a laundry detergent composition provided in a separate laundry detergent 
composition container, 

wherein the laundry detergent composition is a granule, a powder, a liquid, a gel, or 
a paste, 

wherein the laundry detergent composition comprises a builder and at least one 
detersive surfactant selected from the group consisting of an amphoteric surfactant, 
an anionic surfactant, a nonionic surfactant, a zwitterionic surfactant, and 
combinations thereof; 

wherein the laundry detergent container is either a cardboard box or bottle, and 
wherein the cardboard box further comprises a scoop or measuring cup; 
wherein the bottle further comprises a pour spout ; and 

(b) a fabric treatment composition provided in a separate fabric treatment 
composition container, the fabric treatment composition comprises either: 

(i) a liquid fabric conditioning composition applied to the fabric article during 
the rinse cycle, 

wherein the fabric treatment composition container for the liquid fabric 
conditioning composition comprises a bottle 

(ii) or a dryer sheet composition, 

wherein the fabric treatment composition container for the dryer sheet 
composition comprises a box; and 
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wherein the fabric treatment conditioning composition comprises a fabric softening 
active selected from the group consisting of: an impalpable smectite clay, a 
silicone derivative, a cationic fabric softening active, and a mixture thereof; 

wherein the laundry detergent composition and the fabric treatment composition 
comprise the following coordinated element elements : 

a perfume which is the same in the laundry detergent composition as in the 
fabric treatment composition, and 

a second coordinated element comprising at least one of a fabric softener 
active, an anti- static active, an anti-microbial active, a deodorizing active, 
and a combination thereof, wherein the second coordinated element of the 
second coordinated element is the same in the laundry detergent composition 
and the fabric treatment composition. 

Claims 2-30 (Canceled). 

31. (Previously Presented) The kit of Claim 1, wherein the fabric treatment composition is a 
dryer sheet.

34. (Previously Presented) The kit of claim 1, wherein the coordinated element further 
comprises a brand name. 

35. (Previously Presented) The kit of claim 34, where the coordinated element further 
comprises usage instructions. 

36. (Previously Presented) The kit of claim 1, wherein the perfume of said laundry detergent 
composition and the perfume of said fabric conditioning composition are specifically 
designed to be used and/or sold together. 
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37. (Previously Presented) The kit of claim 35, wherein the usage instructions of said laundry 
detergent composition comprise an instruction to use the laundry detergent composition 
in combination with the fabric treatment composition. 



38. (Previously Presented) The kit of claim 37, wherein the usage instruction of said fabric 
treatment composition comprise an instruction to use the laundry detergent composition 
in combination with the fabric treatment composition. 



39. (Previously Presented) The kit of claim 38, wherein the perfume of said laundry detergent 
composition and the perfume of said fabric treatment composition, provide a consistent, 
additive and/or synergistic odor on a treated fabric article. 



40. (Previously Presented) The kit of claim 39, wherein the perfume of said laundry detergent 
composition and the perfume of said fabric treatment composition, provide a consistent 
odor on a treated fabric article. 



41. (Previously Presented) The kit of claim 39, wherein the perfume of said laundry detergent 
composition and the perfume of said fabric treatment composition, provide an additive 
odor on a treated fabric article. 



42. (Previously Presented) The kit of claim 39, wherein the perfume of said laundry detergent 
composition and the perfume of said fabric treatment composition, provide a synergistic 
odor on a treated fabric article.
